(1)  Operation  BiSOOLPH  GUS  continued  during  the  reporting  period 
iintil  conclusion  on  51  Meirch  1970>  The  division  continued  to  support 
coabined  HS/CTH  operatione  and  training  to  upgrade  the  effectiveness  of 
GVH  forces;  to  detect,  capture  or  destroy  oeaiberB  of  the  local  Tiet  Cong 
infrastructure  and  their  ayiBoathizere;  to  disrupt  routes  of  supply  be- 
tiwen  aountain  'base  areas  and  the  rice  producing  lowlands  and  population 
centers;  and  to  support  the  Thus  Thian  Province  accelerated  pacification 
and  devolojiiiont  prograau  The  division  continued  to  restrict  enemy  infil¬ 
tration  and  movement  in  the  populated  lowlands  by  conducting  extensive 
patrol  and  nig^t  ambush  operations  in  coordination  with  BF  and  FF  units; 
radar  raids  to  detect  targets  for  engagement  by  artillery;  river  patrols 
around  key  bridges  and  populated  areas;  ax;d  augmentation  of  GVR  bridge 
seourily  forces  during  periods  of  high  threat.  The  period  was  marked  by 
the  esta'oliahfflsnt  of  enoB^r  foreard  logistic  bases  a-rti  forward  staging 
areas  in  tbs  central  canopy  region,  s-aitable  for  supporting  operations  in 
the  lowlands.  The  end  of  the  period  was  characterized  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  enasQr  ground  attacks  on  Allied  fire  eupport  bases  and  an 
increase  in  enemy  attacks  by  fire,.

Ij^ora  axiatlng  aoonoalo  prosnuM.  and  Inpltfoant 
aoonoaio  rafozMi  ^ata  raqulzad,  Thaaa  objactivaa  wara  adranoad  throu^ 
axtsBBlae  parehologlcal  operations  and  clTic  action. 

(5)  Tba  focal  point  for  coordination  of  all  efforts  Thua  Thlen 
Provinoa  wu  the  Inforaal  Area  Coordination  Coaoittae  coDpoaed  of  the 
OG,  lOlat  Abn  Dir  (AMil)}  CG,  1st  Inf  Dir  (AfiTK);  the  Prorinca  Chief} 
and  U3  aanior  adyiaors.  This  ooamlttee  coordinated  broad  policies  for 
the  aa^oyaent  of  oilitary  foreas  to  acoomplisb  the  established  objectives 
and  datarftins  priorities  for  paolficatlon  and  civic  action.  Detailed 
coordination  to  ispleoent  these  policies  vas  effeoted  throii^  continual  3 
llalBon  at  division  level  with  the  1st  Inf  Div  (ASVK)  and  >ath  province/ 
ssotor  offloials.  Brigades  provided  liaison  teams  with  dedicated  cooamnl- 
catlons  to  emntarpart  xeglaents  and  aaoh  dlatrlot  in  the  area  of  opera¬ 
tion.

As  the  period  progresaed,  the  Impact  of  each  of  these  factors  on  the 
conduct  of  opexatlonB  diminished.  Increased  sacurlly  measures  In  Februairy 
prevented  any  significant  eneay  interference  ddrlng  the  Tet  holiday  season. 
By  aid^Fsbruaryj  the  eeather  psnalitad  airmobile  division  elements  to  begin 
moving  deeper  Into  the  piedmont  and  canopy  areas*  Training  of  territorial 
forces  progressed  satlsfaotoi^Jy  agtt  BP  and  pp  units  became  more  capable 
of  performing  their  intended  misaious,  while  the  training  provided  PSDF 
elements  Increased  their  confidence  in  their  ability  to  defend  their  ham¬ 
lets  and  vlUagsa.  Veather  conditions  improved  significantly  in  Pbrch  and 
it  became  posalble  to  employ  to  a  greater  extent  the  airmobility  of  ths 
division  to  eonduot  offensive  operations  against  the  enemy  base  areas 
established  dtixing  the  monsoon  period.

1970  accelerated  pacification  and  developsent  program  in  Th\ia  Thien  Pro¬ 
vince  by  employing  three  battalions  and  nine  mobile  training  teams  In  the 
early  stages  of  OSXAS  3T4B.  Tha  success  of  the  mobile  training  team  pro¬ 
gram  Indicated  in  HAHDOLPH  GUN  vas  expanded  to  provide  18  teams  in  the 
lowlands  and  piedmont  area  under  control  of  the  2d  Brigade.

Cavalry,  Air  Ferae  and  aartlllery  aircraft  continued  to  conduct  exten¬ 
sive  aerial  reconnaissance  throughout  the  area  of  operations  and  the  divi¬ 
sion  continued  to  expand  the  employment  of  unattended  sensor  and  other 
Buxvalllanoe  devioes  to  locate  enemy  targets  and  ea^loy  artillery  and  air 
fire  power  agaiiwt  them. 

(9)  Other  Significant  Activities.

battalion  xaltashar  training  wa  suspaniad  from  21  Januarjr  to  16  Fab-

(t>)  Ib«  Airborne  Fereonnel  Detector  continued  to  t>e  used  as  a  pri- 
iBar7  Intelll^nce  s^therin^  device  to  supplement  or  oonflro  Intelligence 
oonoexDing  eneogr  activity  and  to  assist  In  locating  eneiay  base  areas  and 
cache  sites.  The  brigades  conducted  APD  aleslona  in  their  respective  AOs, 
while  the  2d  Scpiadron  (Atfbl)>17th  Cavalry  conducted  missions  in  the  recon- 
naiaeanoe  sons  and  special  nlssions  requested  by  the  hrigades.  The  divi¬ 
sion  obsmloal  section  provided  technical  assistance  in  planning  the  mis¬ 
sions.  An  officer  waa  also  provided  to  eerve  as  QIC  for  the  conduct  of 
the  missions  and  for  interpretation  of  results  for  imoediats  exploitation 
of  the  targeie.  Several  significant  trends  In  ene^r  activity  were  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  AH)  readings  which  aosisted  in  determining  ensa^  locations. 
Methods  of  exploitation  by  dlvleional  unite  included  eaploynent  cf  AHA, 
goneblpmi  artUleryi  air  stritesy  CS,  end  bulk  flams  drops. 

(e)  Aerial  flams  operations  nslng  both  ths  CH47  and  TTHIH  helleopters 
were  oonduoted  on  booby  trapped  areas  planned  for  rsaettleasnt  t  to  oleekr 
fields  of  fire  around  fire  sappext  ^sesi  on  landing  cones  for  clearing 
booby  tvapc  and  to  assist  In  expansion |  and  on  suspsotsd  sns^r  positions 
and  oanbs  oitss. 

1,  ^JD  major  flams  pro jsets  wsra  oondnoted  in  Huong  Tfauy  and  Phu  Thu 
Dietriots  to  assist  in  olsaring  booby  traps  in  areas  planned  for  resettle¬ 
ment  sod  to  dear  minss  and  booby  traps  from  trails  and  dikes  adjacent  to 
inhsbitsd  areas,  fhe  operations  were  supported  by  ground  elsBBsts  from 
the  infantry  brigades  and  by  Msa^lns  CAP  Teams  and  Popular  Porce  platoons. 
These  personnel  were  reeponalble  for  narldxg.the  targets  and  sweeping  ths 
areas  following  ths  drops  to  detect  booby  traps  exposed  bj'  the  flame. 

2  name  was  used  extensively  on  landing  zones  to  oleax  booby  traps 
prior  to  troop  insertions.  The  value  of  the  aerial  delivered  flame  muni¬ 
tions  was  dsmonstestsd  by  the  nnsber  of  booby  traps  detonated,  neutralized, 
or  exposed  by  ths  flams.  On  one  oooasion  a  landing  zone,  booby  trapped 
with  Chicom  elaymore  mines  facing  upward  for  possible  detonation  by  rotor 
wash  of  hslloopters,  was  dsaxsd  by  tbs  flams.  Ten  secondary  explosions 
were  observed  immediately  following  the  drop. 
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^  Several  new  fire  support  bases  were  oonatruoted  and  several  pre- 
viouflly  constructed  bases  were  reoccupied  during  the  reporting  period. 

This  required  extensive  clearing  opbratione  around  the  perimeters  to 
facilitate  observation  ai^d  provide  fields  of  fire.  Bulk  flans  drops 
wre  cooiucted  to  assist  hi  these- clearing  operations. 

^  A  major  flans  project  was  conducted  for  the  2d  ROK  Ihrine  Bri^da 
in  booby  trapped  areas  20  kiloneters  south  of  Da  Kang.  The  project  was 
conducted  to  assist  in  clearing  the  booby  trapped  areas  planned  for  Viet- 
naiaese  resettlement  and  to  provide  inatruction  and  tecimical  assistance 
in  training  the  HOK  forces  in  the  development  of  their  own  aerial  flame 
program.  The  101st  Airborne  Division  (Airmobile)  pro/lded  a  CB47  helicopter 
suid  personnel  for  the  conduct  of  the  flame  operation.  A  briefing  was 
conducted  at  the  BOE  brigade  headcjiartera  to  describe  the  concept  of 
employment  and  the  operational  techniques.  A  total  of  520  drums  of  fuel 
were  dropped  during  the  initial  three  days  of  the  operation.  Assistance 
was  provided  by  the  ROE  forces  In  marking  the  target  areas  and  in  rigging 
the  nets  for  the  drops.  An  area  of  approximately  one  half  square  kilo¬ 
meter  was  cleared  during  the  initial  portion  of  the  operation,  vath  a 
total  of  eight  secondary  explosions  reported  and  several  other  booby  traps 
neutralized. 

(d)  The  use  of  bulk  and  tactical  CS  increased  significantly  during 
the  reporting  period.  The  mjnitions  were  employed  using  both  organic 
halioopters  and  USAP  and  DSIC  high-performance  aircraft.  Bulk  CS  targets 
included  eneay  base  aareas  and  major  road  netwoiics  leading  into  the  northern 
half  of  the  A  Sh^u  Talley.  The  taotiial  CS  missions  were  conducted  on  sus¬ 
pected  eneny  locations  in  conjunction  wi;h  artillery  and  air  strikes  and  in 
support  of  troop  insertions  and  ground  operations. 

2.  Fifty-five  gallon  drums  of  C3-2  equipped  with  the  Xl-i925  impact  fuze 
and  burster  assembly  were  dropped  from  CH47  helicopters  on  nine  separate 
target  areas  fox  terrain  restriction  and  for-  interdiction  of  roads.  KE77 
500  pound  boiiR>8,  each  containing  80  pounds  of  CS-1,  and  BI17-52  boiiibs,each 
containing  260  pounds  of  CS-2,were  employed  from  TISM3  and  DSAF  hi^-per- 
faraance  aircraft  to  interdict  the  heavy  vehicular  traffic  bringing  enemy 
troops  and  supplies  into  the  forward  base  areas.  The  interdiction  caused 
th'!  enemy  to  divert  equipment  and  personnel  to  clear  the  areas  or  con¬ 
struct  new  routes,  thus  exposing  their  position  to  artillery  and  air  strikes 
employed  against  them. 

g  SI58  CS  oanalsters  were  employed  on  suspected  eneny  positions  in 
sup]3ort  of  ground  elements  conducting  sweep  operations.  In  support  of 
artillery  and  air  strilces,  and  for  00 shined  US/ARTN  operations  conducted 
in  ths  vicinity  of  FSB  Henderson.  Dm  Bi58  canniaters  were  employed  from 
UHIH  helicopters  wl'ai  each  aircraft  carrying  10-15  cannistersj  M7A5  gre¬ 
nades  were  also  delivered  from  fabricated  rocket  tube  aasen.olles  uonstructed 
from  fair  2.75  inch  rocks  I  tabes .  Sach  tube  assembly  is  filled  with  2C  C3 
grenades;  approximately  4CO  grenades  can  be  delivered  by  each  aircraft. 
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In  supporting  the  troop  insertions,  the  nunitione  were  eaployed  on  eneity 
mortar  and  automatic  weapons  positions  directed  it  the  landinj;  zones  to 
be  used  for  Insertion,  The  EI58  cannisters  wero  aloo  ecployed  to  scrcon 
tha  flanks  of  a  ’,mit  conducting  sweep  operations.  One  tactical  CS  mission 
was  conluctad  using  eight  C30-30/A  bomba  dropped  fron  F-lOO  aircraft,  in 
support  of  an  aerial  rocket  artillery  raid  in  the  northern  portion  of  ths 
A  3hau  Vall.'.y. 

(e)  Helicopter  defoliation  miaeion,?  using  both  diesel  and  oil  mix¬ 
ture,  and  harblcides,  were  conducted  with  the  modified  Agave nco  sprayer. 

The  disssl  spray  operations  were  conducted  Fjround  fire  support  bases  in 
th«  piedmont  area  where  herbicidee  oculd  not  be  used  due  to  proximity  of 
friendly  crops.  Herbicide  missions  were  also  conducted  on  major  infil¬ 
tration  routes  leading  into  remote  fire  support  bases  and  on  areas  where 
several  large  cache  sites  had  been  located. 

(f)  Bxtensive  ground  defoliation  operations  were  conducted  around 
fire  support  bases  and  along  routes  where  the  dense  foliage  hampered 
visual  observation.  The  diesel  was  sprajed  using  a  fabricated  spray 
system  consisting  of  a  hose  and  pump  assembly  attached  to  the  fUel  con¬ 
tainer.  A  major  project  was  conducted  to  clear  the  foliage  along  approxi¬ 
mately  seven  kUometers  of  the  Hue-Sa  Nang  railroad  track  which  had  been 
the  target  of  enemy  mining.  A  method  was  developed  employing  large  con- 
diners  carried  on  railroad  flat  cars  to  sp'ray  diesel  along  each  side  of 
'he  track.  The  area  of  spray  extended  out  approximately  50  'to  0aob 
.ida  of  the  track^.  The  sprayed  areaj  were  then  burned. 

(g)  A  caTe  seeding  operation  was  conducted  on  a  cave  and  tunnel  com¬ 
plex  discovered  during  a  sweep  and  clear  operation.  The  complex,  which 
ernaisted  of  several  rooms  and  tunnels,  reinforced  with  concrete,  was 
thoroughly  seeded  with  powdered  CS-2  by  plaiing  eight  pound  bags  of  C3-2 
n.n  detonating  cord  located  tbrou^iout  -ttie  cave. 

(h)  Two  crop  destruction  missions  wre  conducted  using  Agent  Blue  to 
destroy  the  j-noreaslng  number  of  garden  plcts  scattered  throughout  the 
division  AO.  Two  techniques  were  used  in  destroying  the  plots.  The 
Agavenoo  sprayer  was  used  in  areas  where  nuaerous  garden  plots  were  con¬ 
centrated  and  ^*ere  the  eneay  ground  fire  fireat  was  negligible.  In  areas 
of  hi^er  threat  five  gallon  plastic  collapeible  containers  (Lug-a-jugs) 
filled  with  Agent  Blue  were  dropped  from  '1H1H  helicopters  on  the  garden 
plots.  The  average  coverage  cf  tae  llquiil  using  this  technique  Is  approxi¬ 
mately  20  X  80  feet  with  additional  coverage  ^lied  by  vaporization  and 
vinddri-ft. 

(i)  New  Ibthods. 

,1_  Modified  Agavenco  Sprayer.  The  A^venoo  sprayer  used  for  spraying 
hexbioides  and  diesel  for  defoliation  was  modified  by  removing  the  windmill 
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puap  asaembly  and  replacing  it  with  the  M113  Amored  Personnel  Carrier 
blips  pump.  The  pomp  opcratca  from  the  aircraft  electrical  syatem,  making 
the  apray  oonoantration  independent  of  aircraft  speed.  This  modification 
enables  miesionB  to  be  flown  at  slower  apeeds,  providing  a  heavier  eoi>- 
centration  of  spray  in  the  area  deal  red*  At  a  speed  of  SO  knots,  the 
modified  A^venoo  sprayer  will  dlspenae  110  gallons  of  defoliant  over  a 
distance  of  seven  kiloMtera.  The  width  of  spray  is  approxiiaately  60 
feet,  providing  a  concentration  of  throe  ^llona  per  acre. 

£  Use  of  plastic  containers  to  dispense  defoliants.  A  system  was 
developed  using  five  gallon  collapsible  containers  (Lug-a-jugs)  filled 
with  Agent  Orange  or  Blue  to  engage  the  muaerous  ^rten  plots  scattered 
tbroug^iaut  the  division  AO.  Balivexy  techniqpiea  are  discussed  in  para¬ 
graph  c.  (2)  (h),  above.  A  problem  was  encountered  in  filling  the  con¬ 
tainers  and  in  retaining  the  cap  in  place  to  prevent  spill.  A  more 
durable  container  with  a  cap  providing  a  better  seal  will  assist  in  over¬ 
coming  the  problem. 

^  "Jeepo"  contalnera  for  cave  aesding  op^erations.  The  "Jeepo"  con¬ 
tainers  are  filled  with  eight  pounds  of  powdered  CS-2  and  were  used  in 
cave  seeding  operations.  A  fdzlng  system  was  developed  using  a  non¬ 
electrical  blasting  cap,  a  six  inch  length  of  detonating  cord,  and  a 
metal  shield  made  from  a  tin  can.  This  system  has  proven  successful, 
however,  mch  time  is  required  to  assemble  it.  A  VlAPA  rerjuest  was  sub¬ 
mitted  requesting  development  of  a  non- pyrotechnic  CS  grenade  similar  in 
size  to  the  Kfl}  grenade  with  a  &-10  second  fiiz?  to  assist  in  cave  seed¬ 
ing  operations. 

d.  (C)  Xnl^lligence. 

(1)  Sneay  Situation. 

(a)  At  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period  enea^  units  were  located

SleaentB  of  the  6th  KTA  Regiaent  were 
deployed  in  the  proximity  of  the  Hiong  Dien  (p)  loulands  with  elements  of 
the  112  Sapper,  SOCth  and  806th  Infantry  Battalions  operating  with  the  CllJ 
and  G114  Local  Force  Conpanies.  The  maneuver  battalions  of  the  7th  Front 
had  returned  to  the  area  west  of  former  Base  Area  101,  after  being  refitted 
and  reinforced.

The  84th 
Rocket  Artillery  Regiment  was  deployed  throughout  the  DIB  in  general  support 
of  the  B-5  Front.

(b)  Baemy  activity  during  the  month  of  February  failed  to  natch 

anticipated  IBT  high  points.  Prisoners  of  war  and  captured  documents 
indicated  that  Allied  operationa  had  severely  restricted  eneoy  activities 
in  the  Ic viands  of  Qpang  Tri  and  Ihua  Thien  Provinces  and  IITA  forces 
located  in  the  forward  edge  of  the  jungle  canopy  were  forced  to  obtain 
their  rice  from  North  Tletnaon,  There  were  sporadic  surges  of  activity  by 
the  27th  and  246th  NTA  Reginenta  along  tne  DMZ  and  by  the  5th  NVA  Regi¬ 
ment  operating  south  of  niesa  surges  were  evidenced  by  an  increase 

in  the  attacks  by  fire  on  Allied  installations  and  forward  fire  support 
bases.  NTA  forces  continued  a  hij^i  level  of  logistical  activity  in 
their  rear  support  areas.  Photo  and  visual  reconnaissance  repeatedly 
deiocted  signs  of  vehicular  activity  in  the  Tietnamese  Salient  and  the 
Borthem  A  Shau  Valley.  The  enemy  increased  anti-aircraft  fire  through¬ 
out  the  division  area  of  operations,  with  the  most  numerous  incidents 
encountered  along  his  critical  lines  of  conaunication. 

(c)  Enemy  initiated  contacts  showed  no  significant  change  in 
Northern  I  Corps  during  jiarch.  DIB  activity  was  characterize  i  by  attacks 
by  fire  in  the  area  south  of  the  central  DIC.  There  van  an  increase  in 
ground  activity  in  the  B-5  Front  area  of  operations  with  80  contacts  in 
March,  aa  compared  to  64  in  February.  In  addition  to  the  overall  increase 
in  ground  activity  there  was  also  a  significant  rise  in  the  number  of 
platoon  and  company  sized  contacts.  Intelligence  indicated  that  elements 
of  the  304th  NTA  Division  had  moved  into  western  ijuang  Tri  (P).  A  major 
logistical  buildup  continued  in  the  Tima  Thien  mountain  region  where  NTA 
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forces  were  concentrated.  Photo  and  visual  reconnaissance  nlssions  con¬ 
tinued  to  detect  signs  of  NVA  vehicular  activity  in  the  Vietnainese  Salient 
and  throughout  the  A  Shau  Valley,  The  en9i!?y  continued  to  repair  roads 
interdicted  by  Allied  air  etrikes  with  bulldozers  and  engineer  equipment, 
during  March  there  was  an  increase  in  the  use  of  Ir.rger  caliber  weapons 
employed  against  Allied  aircraft  with  the  heaviest  volume  of  fire  still 
being  encountered  along  the  ene^jr's  critical  lines  of  cominunlcatioo, 

(d)  Bnemy  initiated  contacts  increased  significantly  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  April.  DlC  activity  was  characterized  by  attacks  by  fire 
primarily  In  the  PSB  Jdller  and  Camp  Carrol  areas.  The  enemy  used  IZOmc 
mortars  in  the  DKZ  for  the  first  time  in  two  years.  The  presence  of  the 
66th  Begt,  304th  HTA  Slvlsion  in  the  upper  Ba  brong  Valley  increased  the 
auesQr  threat  in  aentral  tjpang  Iri  (P).  Che  extensive  logistical  buildup 
oontinued.  in  the  Thua  Xhien  (P)  aoi'Atain  region.  Die  enemy  improved  aad 
expanded  logletical  facilities  eastward  towards  the  lowlands,  establishing 
cache  aitaa,  in^ovlng  lines  of  commnication  and  constructing  bunker 

and  tunnel  complexes.  Bnemy  offensive  cperaticns  in  the  central  Tb.ua 
Thien  (P)  canopy  and  piedmont  regions  were  characterized  by  attacks  by  fire 
and  limited  ground  and  sapper  attacks.  Aerial  and.  ground  o.oconnaiasance 
and  aurveillcnoe  operations  continued  to  indicate  heavy  vehicular  act.lvity 
in  the  Vietnamese  Salient  and  the  A  Shau  Valley.

(2)  Viet  Cong  Infrastructure  Activities. 

(a)  The  month  of  Fecruary  1970  reflected  a  decline  in  VC/VCI  incidents 
over  thfl  previous  month.  The  majority  of  incidents  during  the  month  in¬ 
volved  the  collection  of  rice.  These  collections  included  confiscation  or 
were  conducted  under  the  guise  of  taiation.  The  increase  in  propaganda 
activity  was  indicative  of  the  emphasis  by  the  eneiicr  on  discrediting  the 
Allied  pacification  program  and  the  preparation  of  the  lowlands  for 
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posaible  future  offenaive  activity,  C\ere  were  two  VC/7CI  relisted  in¬ 
cidents  in  Pabruary  that  have  not  been  recorded  for  aome  time  in  the  lo'.'- 
landsc  The  first  involved  a  VC  local  force  company  (probably  the  C115) 
that  entered  UU  Thuong  (h)  in  Phong  Qien  (D).  The  company  or  r-oiized  a 
propaganda  meeting  and  upon  their  departure  deatroyad  855^  of  the  fence 
around  the  hamlet.  The  other  incident  occrarred  on  12  Jtebruary  when  three 
I22mm  rockets  impacted  In  Hue  City,  This  was  classified  aa  an  incident  of 
terroriBB  since  all  casualties  vere  civilian,  llte  attack  probably  vra.B  a 
political  propaganda  leason  implying  that  GV5  fcrceo  cannot  protest  the 
poixilaee  aad  that,  whan  US  forces  axe  withdrawn,  the  city  of  Hue  will 
once  again  fall  u^er  Conounist  control.  During  the  ncnth  of  Pebiniary  a 
total  of  thirty-nine  VCI  were  eliminated  by  GVII  and  Allied  operations 
within  Thua  Thien  (P).  Of  this  number,  twenty-three  were  considered 
si/^ficant  under  current  MiCV  standards.  Inactivity  during  the  T3T  holi¬ 
days  nay  account  for  the  decrease  in  VC/VCI  incidents  during  PVjbruary. 

(b)  During  March  the  total  nunfcier  of  VC/VCI  related  incidents  showed 
no  significant  change  from  February}  however,  a  large  increase  in  rabotage 
activity  was  noted.  Sabotage  was  directed  prlnarily  against  the  Hue- 

Da  Hang  railroad  in  Phu  Loc  (D)  and  hamlet  security  forces  in  Phong  Dten 
(B).  k  recent  rallier  from  :i^ong  Dien  (D)  stated  that  due  to  heavy  losses, 
the  C115  Local  Force  Coin];any  has  been  Teorgenized  into  a  group  of  special 
action  units*  The  contpeny  haa  a  strength  of  appccozimately  forty-six 
personnel,  otganiaed  into  four  special  action  units  deployed  throu^out 
Phong  Dlen  (D;»  This  reor^nixation  is  consistent  with  the  strategy 
outlined  by  C05VN. Be solution  H,  which  states  that  maxiiaia  emphasis  should 
be  placed  on  guerrilla  warfare.  During  the  month  of  March  a  total  of 
aaventy-eeven  VCI  cadre  were  eliminated  by  GVH  and  Allied  operations  'within 
Oiua  2iien  (P).  Of  this  number,  twenty-two  were  considered  significant 
under  current  MACV  standards. 

(c)  During  April  ths  total  number  of  VC/^I  related  incidents  rose 
sharply.  Rice  collection  activity  declined,  however,  there  was  an  in- 
rrnann  in  the  number  of  terrorist  and  sabotam  incidents*  On  24  April, 

12  arDsd  VC  entered  Doc  Buu  (e),  Huong  Bo  (V),  Huong  Tra  (D)  and  kidnapped 
the  entire  village  district  council  (six  VN  Civ)  and  five  members  of  the 
PSDF.  Thla  Incident  is  Indicative  of  VCI  attempts  to  frighten  and  ter¬ 
rorise  the  local  populace,  with  the  desired  effort  of  dissiuding  the 
people  from  participating  in  the  GVH  government.  During  the  month  of 
April  a  total  of  forty-four  VCI  cadre  were  eliminated  by  CVH  and  Allied 
operations  within  Thna  Cilen  (P).  Of  this  nuaiber,  twenty-one  were 
considered  significant  under  current  MlCV  standards.

A  new  monitor 
site  was  established  on  a  barge  in  the  Dam  Lap  An  Bay  between  ?SB  Los 
Banos  (AT831999)  emd  Lang  Co  Bridge  (AT886956y  om  13  ^bruaxy  1970.  This 
floati^  monitor  site  was  organized  with  six  sansor  personnel  equipped  with 
three  portatales,  a  BOD,  a  PFS-3  radar  with  operators,  and  a  security 
force  with  two  50  caliber  machinegons.  the  site  monitored  10  strings 
cooelstlng  of  JJ  BUniaids  and  I5  adeide  located-  along  the  Hoa-DaBang 
Bailroad  and  approaches  to  the  railroad  track.  This  operation  was 
established  in  an  effort  to  deter  the  enesv  from  interdicting  the  track 
which  has  bean  a  oonslatent  target  in  the  past.  The  raft  sank  during  a 
heavy  storm  on  2  dpril  1970  and  all  equipment  aboard  sank  in  the  bay. 

Iftien  the  equipnant  was  recovered  on  J  Jlprll  it  was  found  that  all  three 
portatales  were  atlll  operational  and  the  monitor  site  was  reestablished 
at  Lang  Co  Bridge.  Tlie  track  in  the  target  area  was  not  Interdicted 
during  tbs  period  that  the  sensors  were  in  operation.

range,  high  impact  projects  wre  generated  in  all  ten  rural  districts  of 
Thua  Thlen  Province,  and  the  three  urban  districts  of  Hue  City.  All 
pacification  and  development  efforts  during  thli  period  were  directed 
toward,  the  achievement  of  the  national  objectl'  s  oitlined  in  the  Thus 
Thisu  Province  Pacification  and  Development  Plan,  1970.  As  a  part  of  the 
overall  effort,  the  division  nahtianed  to  laprovo  its  civic  action  pro¬ 
gram,  The  nufltoer  of  projects  in  progress  at  i,he  beginning  of  this  report- 
Ing  period  loa  126,  At  the  end  of  this  period,  there  ware  136  in  progresa. 
Bigbty  nine  projects  from  the  Province  Civic  Action  Prinri'ly  List  were  coio- 
pleted.  This  priority  list,  developed  in  the  hamlets,  villages  and  dis- 
trlots,  and  consolidated  and  approved  at  province  level  serves  as  the 
Aiidellne  for  selection  of  new  projects. 

(2)  Under  the  national  objective  of  'Brighter  Life  for  War  Victims," 
the  1970  Pacification  and  Development  Plan  listed  the  goals  of  resettling 
11,848  war  victims  and  identifying  war  viotims  who  have  not  previously 
been  identified.  The  term  'Var  Victim"  clasBifles  two  types  of  individuals; 
refuses  and  war  victims  requiring  resettlement.  Sefugees  are  those 
individuals  who  have  not  received  the  fhll  BBasure  of  relief  ber.afitB  as 
authorized  by  the  Hinlstzy  of  Social  Welfare.  War  victims  requiring  reset¬ 
tlement  axe  those  individuals  who  have  reoeived  temporal  relief  payments, 
resettlement  payments,  homecoming  allowanoe,  and  enjoy  the  development  pr^ 
jects  at  tempera^  oamps.  Individuals  in  tMs  category  are  no  longer 
carried  as  refugees  even  though  they  require  resettlement  at  sozz^-  L-ture 
date.  Using  these  definitions,  no  new  refugees  were  generated  in  Thua 
Thlen  Pxovinoe  during  this  reporting  period  and  the  refugee  population  was 
reduced  fbom  13,374  to  9,068.  These  refugees  are  located  in  tha  following

la  addition  to  the  reduction  in  refuse  population,  7,55''  persons  of 
1 ,447  faiailiaa  were  resettled  during  this  reporting  period.  Advanced 
planning  at  province  and  district  level  for  the  continuing  reaetilenent 
in  ITiong  Oisn,  Huong  Dien  and  ^lang  Oien  districts,  and  planned  ^ture 
reaettlenent  in  other  districts  indicated  that  the  year  end  goal  will  be 
exceeded.  Province  headquarters  approved  2?  civic  action  projects  for 
five  resattlement  hamlets  In  northoaat  Phong  Lien,  two  resattlenent  hamlets 
along  the  coast  of  Huong  Lien,  and  eight  resettlement  bamlets  along  the 
Street  Without  Joy  in  ()aang  Dlen  district .  These  projects  Include  six 
wells,  three  aarksts,  three  health  etations.  -nd  13  echoolrooma.  An  esti- 
■ated  14,000  persons  in  the  13  haaiLetn  will  benefit  from  the  projects. 
Coordination  for  the  projects  was  performed  by  1±l9  Frovinoe  Pacification 
and  Oavelepaont  Office .  Thua  Thlen  Province  will  fbmlsh  cement,  roofing, 
paint,  and  transportation.  Territorial  foroe  units  (B?,PP  and  PSDI*)  will 
famish  labor,  while  the  division  will  famish  lumber,  reinforcing  steel 
bars,  and  nails.  Thsse  projects  will  be  initiated  during  the  next  report¬ 
ing  period. 

(3)  SigAlf leant  peogeess  was  made  In  the  MBSCAP  pBogram  during  the 
period  of  this  report.  A  total  of  491  KDCAPs  ware  held;  27,186  aadloal

13  Tistaamse  were  evaeoated  to  hospitals  for  medioal  oaxe}  and  426  persons 
reeeived  health  sad  sealtatlon  training  dozing  the  period  of  this  report. 
Althouipi  i^icsl  treatment  inoreased  during  this  report  period,  the  real 
sig^ifloanae  of  the  ivograa  is  that  more  of  the  actual  treatment  was  admini. 
etexed  by  the  Tletaamese,  thus  tretiag  US  aadieal  personnel  to  become 
inrolTBid  with  the  training  of  Ylethamsse  msdioal  personnel  and  health 
worlcers. 


(4)  ZaycoTsments  and  repairs  to  roads  and  bridges  tbxai^hout  the  pro- 
vlnoe  during  the  period  of  this  report  materially  assisted  the  resettla- 
ant  prooees  and  ths  resoiqption  of  trade  and  cosnsroe.  While  the  roads 
and  bridges  wre  boilt  for  tactical  porpoaes,  the  effort  enriched  the 
paoifloatlon  effort  iaaeasareably.  Of  partioular  significance  was  the 
ooBplstion  of  21  kiloasters  of  road  in  the  southern  area  of  Fbu  Thu 
district  and  12  Iciloaters  of  road  in  northern  Phong  Sian  and  C)iiang  Oien 
diatrlota.  The  Flu  Thu  road  permitted  formerly  waterbound  inhabitants  to 
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UB«  tha  oonplated  road  as  a  farm  to  market  route,  further  etreo^henii^g 
the  aconoBQr*  resettlamect  of  the  northern  areae  of  Phong  Qien  and 
4iang  Dlen  Is  direotly  attributed  to  the  road'^dc  in  those  areas . 

(5)  The  territorial  security  provided  by  US  and  G7N  forces  during 
this  period  enabled  local  admlniatratlona  to  etxengtben  and  expand  the 
influanoe  of  tha  goremment  of  Tietnam  throughout  Thus  Thien  Province. 

All  85  villages  in  Ciua  Thien  Province  have  elected  officials,  with  none 
in  exile.  Of  the  4^  hamLata  recognized  by  the  central  govamoent  in 
Saigon,  only  12  have  appointed  rather  than  elected  officials,  with  none 
in  exile.

(1)  Sennora  in.  a  staj  behind  role. 

(a)  Observation:  Sensora  can  be  effectively  employed  in  a  stay  behind 
role  when  friendly  troops  evacuate  previously  occupied  I.Za,  night  defenaive 
positiona  (NDP)  and  fire  support  basea. 

(b)  Evjiluatlon:  Reports  indicate  that  the  eneny  will  forage  through 
vacated  overnight  positiona.  Prior  to  the  extraction  of  friendly  units 
from  an  LZ,  NDP  or  fire  base,  a  combination  miniaid  senaor  with  external 
magid  detector  can  be  implanted  at  the  LZ  or  on  the  approaches.  The  miniaid 
la  placed  in  the  "D*  mode  in  order  to  guard  against  false  or  random  detec¬ 
tions.  By  coordinating  with  supporting  artillery  units,  preplanned  fires 
may  be  rapidly  flredl  in  response  to  sensor  activations.  Fires  should

(b)  Evalxiation:  In  early  March  1970,  02,  lat  Infantry  Division  (AKVN) 
was  included  in  the  chain  of  evacmtlon  of  enemy  documents  captured  by 
the  lOlst  Airborne  Division  (Airmobile).  The  following  results  were  noted:

(c)  Recc«)end«tlon :  That  captured  documents  be  processed  by  the 
order  of  battle  eections  of  US  and  ARVN  dlvlslon/aganclBs  concurrently  so 
that  wider  Interpretation  can  be  prorlded. 

c.  (C)  Operations. 

(1)  Emplayoent  of  artillery  reconnaissance  by  fire. 

(a)  Observation:  The  effectiveness  of  artillery  employed  in  a 
reconnaissance  by  fire  role  has  been  a  lesson  relearned  by  units  of  this 
division. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  enemy's  extensive  use  of  trail  watchers,  who 
nonaally  escape  detection  until  they  Initiate  contact,  has  resxHted  in  a 
number  of  casualties,  particularly  among  polntmen.  Artillery  fired  along 
routes  of  movement  makes  it  difficult  for  trail  watchers  to  remain  in 
concealed  positions.  Additionally,  the  rounds  fired  can  be  used  as 
references  to  assist  in  more  rapid  adjustment  of  fires  if  contact  is  made. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  all  units  consider  employing  artillery  in 
a  reconnaissance  by  fire  role. 

(2)  AH/XPQ-4A  counter-mortar  radar. 

(a)  Observation:  The  Initial  rounds  of  Incoming  rocket  or  moi^r 
fire  are  not  often  detected  by  the  AN/MRj-4A  radar  because  of  the  narrow 
search  beam  generated  by  the  set. 

(b)  Evaluation:  When  the  radar  set  is  oriented  in  the  proper  direction. 
It  will  accurately  determine  the  firing  position  of  incoming  rocket  and 
mortar  rounds.  With  a  dedicated  consunication  system  between  the  radar 
aaction,  ground  xmit  eoaigand  posts,  ai^  artillery  fire  direction  centers, 
the  radar  set  can  be  quickly  reoriented  in  the  direction  of  the  suspected 
eneoy  position  when  the  attack  begins.  The  location  of  the  enemy  firing 
position  can  than  be  determined  and  accurate  counter-fire  delivered.  It 

is  essential  that  the  conaiunicstion  system  fiuictlon  smoothly  and  that  all 
manauver  and  artilleiy  imits  within  the  range  of  the  radar  be  aware  of 
the  radio  frequanclee  and  call  signs  of  the  radar  team  so  that  target 
inforaatlon  can  ba  rapidly  disaemlnated. 

(c)  RecooMendatlon:  That  the  eapabilltias  of  the  counter-mortar 
radar  be  exploited  by  planning  coBBunlcations  between  the  radar  site  and 
supported  units  in  order  to  provide  rapid  and  accurate  exchange  of  informa¬ 
tion.

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(3)  EnploTBont  of  rosctlon  forces. 

(s}  Obssrrstlon:  In  ths  ssrlj  noming  hours  of  6  Api*il,  Plrs  Support 
ls«i  Arssosl  MS  sttscksd  bjr  s  well  sraod  NVA  ssppsr  unit.  Ths  sttsck  ws 
rspulssd  vlth  six  (RTA  killed  and  tvo  captured,  friendly  ossusltlss  were 
four  VIA. 

(b)  Evslustion:  The  ene^y  succeeded  in  breaching  the  perlaater  of 
the  fire base  at  one  point  but  the  eaployiaent  of  the  fire base  reaction 
force,  within  alnutes  of  the  initiation  of  the  attack,  halted  the  penetra¬ 
tion  and  ejected  the  eno^  frost  the  position.  This  iasediate  reaction  was 
a  result  of  the  positive  identification  of  the  reaction  force,  careful 
selection  of  key  personnel,  detailed  planning,  and  diumtous  rehearsals 
under  conditions  simulating  an  actual  attack. 

(e)  Reeoatendatlon:  Defensive  plans  for  all  positions  be  frequently 
rehearsed  under  conditions  simulating  an  attack,  to  Include  the  movement 
of  internal  and  external  reaction/reinforeing  forces. 

(4)  Difficulty  in  assembling  the  D5A  tractor. 

(a)  Observation:  There  have  been  several  instances  of  excessive 
delay  in  rsaassmbllng  D5A  tractors  that  had  been  disassanbled  for  air 
Mvsment  to  a  fire  base. 

(b)  Evaluation:  When  disassembled  into  two  loads,  the  D^jV  tractor 
say  be  airlifted  to 'fire  bases  by  e  CII54.  Reasssmbly  on  the  fire  base 
requiree  an  area  of  20  by  75  feet  of  hard,  level  groiind.  Soft  muddy 
ground  and  insufficient  area  result  in  difficulty  in  movsment  and  assembly. 
CXiring  periods  of  wet  weather  or  muddy  soil  conditions,  several  sheets  of 
steel  matting  will  facilitate  assembly. 

(c)  Reccsssdation:  That  comma ndsra  of  units  accepting  D5A  tranters 
onto  fire  bases  recognise  the  requirements  to  facilitate  assembly  and 
■aka  appropriate  plans. 

(5}  Improved  techniques  of  clearing  mined  and  booby  trapped  areas. 

(a)  Observation:  During  recent  opeiatlona  two  new  techniques  were 
employed  in  clearing  mined  and  booby  trapped  areas. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Booby  trapped  areae  were  encountered  where  grappling 

hooks  were  ineffective  in  clearing  the  area  because  of  borlsd,  elose-to- 
th»>surfaca  bamboo  detonator^.  Modifying  the  standard  grappling  hook  by 
flattening  it  and  aharpaning  the  prongs,  caused  the  ^  3  to  dig  in  and 

trigger  the  devices.  Additionally,  areas  subjected  .me  drops  ware 

effectively  nentralised  by  the  fire.  Trip  wires  er  ering  devices 

vers  destroyed  by  the  fire  and  in  many  oases  ths  ox.  jS  were  detonated 
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bjr  tbs  firs.  An  sddsd  sdvsntsgs  of  the  firs  was  camouflage  bumoff,  which 
faellltatsd  risual  dstactlon  of  any  remaining  devices. 

(c)  Reoameendation:  That  flattening  and  sharpening  the  prongs  of 
grappling  hooks  should  be  considered  when  clearing  mined  and  booby  trapped 
areas.  The  use  of  flame  drops  should  be  considered  early  in  the  clearing 
operation. 

(6)  Adjustment  of  105nn  CS  munitions. 

(a)  Observation:  Adjustment  procedures  for  cartridge,  tactical  CS, 
U4629  In  firing  table  105^S-2,  supplement  1,  requires  that  a  200  meter 
bracket  be  established  with  shell  high  explosive,  end  then  the  adjustment 
continued  with  CS. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Experience  in  this  division  has  been  that  the  require¬ 
ment  above  results  in  unnecessary  expenditure  of  CS  rounds  and,  when  fired 
on  targets  In  close  proximity  to  friendly  forces,  introduces  the  possibility 
of  CS  drifting  into  friendly  positions. 

(c)  Recommeodatlon:  That  the  following  procedures  be  established  for 
adjustment  of  CS  missions:  Use  shell  high  explosive  In  adjustment  to 
within  100  maters  of  the  target}  use  shell  smoke  (HC)  in  subsequent  adjust¬ 
ment  insuring  that  the  smoke  drifts  over  the  target;  fire  one  verifying 
high  explosive  round;  correct  final  data  for  shell  CS;  and  fire  for  effect, 
laturatlng  the  target  area  with  the  agent. 

(7)  EkBployoent  of  blocking  fires. 

(a)  Observation:  The  procedure  of  selecting  several  grids  for  enploy- 
luent  of  blocking  fires  is  time  consuming. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  following  procedure  has  been  developed  when 
employing  artillery  fire  in  a  blocking  role:  the  forward  observer  selects 
one  grid  behind  the  enemy  force.  The  fire  direction  officer  places  a 
target  grid  over  the  selected  coordinates  and  orients  It  perpendicular 
the  the  direction  of  contact  or  enemy  movement.  He  then  selects  six 
grids  100  meters  apart,  perpendicular  to  the  direction  of  enemy  movement. 
Firing  data  is  computed  using  the  M-18  gun  direction  computer  (FAQAC) . 

The  battery  FDC  then  computes  the  corrections  for  each  100  meter  increment 
by  the  "trig  mode"  and  aenda  special  corrections  to  each  firing  piece. 

This  method  has  reduced  reaction  time  as  much  as  seventy-five  percent. 

(e)  Heecoaendation:  That  the  procedure  discussed  above  be  disseminated 
to  all  units. 
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(8)  Use  of  yellow  amoke  at  night. 

(a)  Cbaervatlon:  Yallow  saoke  la  more  easily  identified  when  fired 
under  Illumination  than  white  smoke. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Maneuver  units  engaged  in  night  airmobile  operations 
have  reported  that  yellow  smoke  is  more  easily  Identified  under  Illumina¬ 
tion  than  white  smoke.  This  is  partucularly  true  when  using  smoke  to 
mark  LZs  or  as  reference  pnints  for  navigation  at  night. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  artillery  units  use  yellow  smoke  when 
smoke  is  being  used  f  tx*  marking  roumds  vuvler  illumination. 

d.  (U)  Organization,  None. 

e.  (U)  Training. 

(1)  Use  of  demonstrators  in  territorial  force  training. 

(a)  Observation:  According  to  Vietnamese  custom,  older  men  are 
revered  and  the  younger  mon  are  accustomed  to  seeking  their  advice.  The 
reverse  Is  not  true. 

(b)  Evaluation:  In  m  training  situation  where  a  young  man  is  used 

as  a  demonstrator  or  is  :i sleeted  for  a  leadership  position  during  practical 
exercises,  the  older  VUeinamese  are  nluctant  to  ask  questions  of  them. 

In  some  cases  this  has  rusulted  In  portions  of  the  training  not  being 
completely  understood. 

(c)  Reconmendation:  That  local  customs  be  researched  and  applied  in 
territorial  force  trainir:g, such  as  using  older  Vietnamese  as  demonstrators 
or  for  leading  practical  work. 

(2)  Competition  in  territorial  force  training, 

(a)  Observation:  The  Vietnamese  enjoy  competition  and  the  attention 
that  comes  with  success  in  a  competitive  situation.  They  become  more 
alert  and  attentive  bewiuse  of  their  desire  to  win  and  gain  recognition, 

(b)  Evaluation:  Territorial  force  training  presents  numerous 
opportunities  for  competition  among  the  Vietnamese,  e.g.,  the  cleanest 
weapon  or  the  fastest  aasemply  or  disassembly  of  weapons.  Small  rewards 
for  success  are  helpful  but  not  always  necessary,  as  long  as  the  success 
is  recognised  and  consncnxied. 
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(c)  RecooMndetlon:  Aa  auch  coapetltlon  ea  possible  should  be 
Integrated  into  territorial  force  training  prograiaB, 

f.  (U)  Logistics,  Nona, 

g.  (C)  CooBBinlcation: 

(1)  Coaaunlcations  contact  teams. 

(a)  Obaenration:  The  rapid  turnorer  of  coaBJunlcutions  personnel  and 
increased  dlstnnces  betveen  units  has  caused  a  decreased  reliability  in 
cononinl  cations . 

(b)  Evaluation:  Personnel  arriving  in  the  division  through  replacement 
channels  do  not  hnve  the  eiqMrlence  or  training  to  keep  coonmnicatlons 
equipment  operating  at  peak  officiency.  A  technically  qualified  team  from 
the  dlTlslon  signal  battalion  has  visited  units  to  provide  assistance  and 
training  in  the  employnent  and  maintenance  of  coaanini cations  equipment. 

The  result  has  been  an  increased  operational  capability. 

(e)  Reccasandatlon :  That  division  signal  facilities  and  personnel 
be  employed  to  assist  subordinate  units  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of 
proficiency  in  coomunleations  operatlona. 

(2)  Haximum  VHF  equlpnent  in  the  field. 

(a)  Obserratlon.  Employing  a  maximum  amount  of  four  channel  VHF 
equipment  in  the  field  has  increased  coneninication  capabilities  wlthit. 
the  dlTlsion. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  systems  are  nonnally  employed  to  provide  VHF 
eoanunications  from  brigade  to  battalion  command  jxjsts  located  at  forward 
fire  Bupport  bases.  Maintaining  aa  much  VHF  ecnaunications  equipment  as 
possible  in  field  operations  provides  the  supported  unit  with  the  capability 
to  pass  large  amounts  of  aoice  traffic  and  insores.  that  operaton  become 
experienced  in  installation  and  operation  of  the  equipment.  Cosnunica- 
tions  personnel  and  aquipsMnt  move  with  infantry  battalions  between  fire- 
bases  and  gain  invaluable  experience  in  rapid  deactivation  and  installa¬ 
tion  under  combat  conditions. 

(e)  Raeommsndatlon:  That  signal  units  employ  aa  much  signal  equipment 
in  the  field  as  possible  in  order  to  fully  exploit  the  capability  of 
oommonl cations  aquipaent. 
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(3)  PM  VHP  coHinuni cations. 

(a)  Observation:  VHP  communications  using  the  AN/GRC-163  is  not 
limited  to  line  of  sight. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Many  systems  not  having  line  of  sight  between  two 
tarainala  have  been  established  without  a  relay.  This  represents  a  savings 
in  the  personnel  and  equipment  which  would  be  required  to  establish  a 
relay  site.  The  log  periodic  antenna,  a  component  pert  of  the  AN/GRC-163, 
is  the  primary  contributing  factor  for  this  capability. 

(c)  Reconmendation:  That  signal  personnel  continue  to  attempt 
coBSBunl cations  which  do  not  profile,  taalntaln  site  records  of  the  results 
for  future  operations  and  inform  higher  headquarters  of  the  capabilities 
of  this  equipment. 

h.  (U)  Materiel.  None. 

i.  (U)  Other. 

(1)  Psychological  operatlcms. 

(a)  Observation:  When  this  Viet  Cong  make  an  incursion  into  the 
populated  areas,  their  influence  has  a  detrimental  psychological  impact 
on  the  people. 

(b)  'Evaluation:  A  broadcast  message  designed  to  counter  this  impact 
is  much  more  effective  when  it  is  made  by  a  local  official.  Such  a  broad¬ 
cast  also  helps  to  improve  the  coBBuunication  between  Vietnamjse  leaders 
and  their  people, 

(e)  Recommendation:  Vfhenever  psychological  operations  efforts  are 
required  to  counter  VC  influence,  local  officials  should  be  encouraged  to 
make  the  primary  effort, 

(2)  Distribution  of  leaflets. 

(a)  Cbservation:  Airdrop  of  leaflets  is  not  always  the  most  effective 
method  of  distributing  lofonnation  to  the  people  in  the  populated  lowlands. 
Air  drops  will  often  miss  the  target  or  result  in  uneven  distribution. 
Experience  in  this  area  has  l>een  been  that  people  lose  interest  when  an 
axcessive  number  of  leaflets  are  dropped. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Hand  distribution  of  leaflets  results  in  personal 
contact  and  demonstrates  a  personal  interest  in  the  people's  welfare. 

The  method  insures  even  distribution  into  the  hands  of  the  people. 
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(c)  Reccwendatlon:  That  dlatrlbutlon  of  laafleta  be  nade  by  hand 
and  that  air  dropa  take  place  only  when  hand  distribution  is  not  practice]. 

(3)  Ciric  action  priority  list. 


(a)  Observation:  Civic  action  projects  should  be  initiated  only  froa 
an  approved  project  list  which  has  been  carefully  developed  beginning  at 
the  vil lage/hRTilet  level,  processed  through  the  district  chief,  and  for¬ 
warded  to  the  ys  sub-zone  coordinator  as  a  request  for  military  ci^c-eet-ioh", 

(b)  evaluation;  After  seven  months  o^..ua*-'by'"tHl3  division,  the  civic 
action  priority  list  has  proven  to-be'-afT’excellent  tool  for  the  management 
of  civic  action  projects.  In  contrast  to  the  characteristic  "shotgun 
method"  for  selecting  civic  action  projects,  the  priority  list  serves  to 
prevent  duplication  of  effort  and  provides  a  basis  for  the  careful  allo¬ 
cation  of  resources.  It  facilitatos  proper  distribution  of  needed  materials 
and  reduces  the  flow  of  construction  msiterlals  onto  the  black  market.  The 
list  permits  a  great  volume  of  work  to  bo  accomplished  and  the  prestige  of 
haalet/vi" lage,  district,  and  province  officials  is  increased  by  insisting 
that  the  desires  and  needs  of  the  people  are  considered  and  that  the  efforts 
are  directed  through  GVN  channels. 


(c)  Recommendation!  That  organizations  involved  in  military  civic 
action  coordinate  their  efforts  through  established  SVM  political  and  admin¬ 
istrative  channels,  establish  a  civic  action  priority  list,  tJid  support 
only  those  projects  that  are  approved  and  entered  on  the  list. 

(4)  Civic  action  accountability  and  follow-up. 

(a)  Observation:  Civic  action  teams  should  req’iire  accountability  of 
materials  and  conduct  follow-up  visits  to  insure  reasonable  progress  is 
being  made  on  supported  projects. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Because  most  US  civic  action  materials  and  cwflasodlties 
are  ealraged,  unaccountable  items,  a  portion  of  the  material  provided  in 
support  of  a  civic  action  project  is  sometimes  diverted  ty  local  nationals 
and  not  used  on  the  Intended  project.  Considering  the  conditions  that 
exist  in  a  country  at  war,  especially  in  the  orient,  the  wholesale  dlstrl- 
batlon  of  unaccountable  materials  invites  misuse  and  diversion  of  civic 
action  commodities  unless  some  form  of  control  is  Imposed  upon  the  recipient. 
In  this  division,  a  bilingual,  locally  printed  receipt  form  is  used  to 
account  for  all  material  furnished  in  support  of  a  project.  Further,  only 

a  portion  of  the  total  material  required  is  furnished  at  one  time.  The 
village/^iamlet  chief  acknowledges  signature  bis  receipt  of  the  materials 
and  the  35  retains  the  receipt.  The  S5  monitors  the  manner  in  which  mate¬ 
rials  are  being  used,  project  progress,  and  requirements  for  additional 
material  through  frequent  follow-up  vlelts.

1.  (U)  This  Headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  IdOamed 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  30  April  1970  from  Headquarters,  lOlst 
Airborne  Division  (Airmobile)  and  concurs  with  comments  of  indorsing  head¬ 
quarters. 

2.  (G)  Conments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  'Sensors  in  a  Stay  Behind  Role",  page  46, 
paragraph  2b(l):  concur.  Sensors,  though  they  will  not  keep  the  enemy 
out  of  the  area,  can  be  economically  used  to  monitor  the  area  and  provide 
Information  of  eneny  activity.  In  addition  to  being  used  as  a  basis  for 
Immediate  reaction  in  the  way  of  preplanned  fires,  these  sensors  can  be 
monitored  to  obtain  information  on  the  volume  and  direction  of  enemy 
movement  in  and  aroimd  the  area,  and  to  provide  the  basis  for  planning 
countering  actions  at  the  most  propitious  time.  Item  will  be  considered  for 
inclusion  in  next  issue  of  USARV  Combat  Intelligence  Lessons.  No  action  by 
USARPAC  or  DA  is  recommended. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "Translation  of  Captured  Enemy  Dooiments", 
page  46,  paragraph  2b(2):  ccwicur.  Item  has  been  extracted  for  inclusion  in 
the  next  issue  of  USARV  Combat  Intelligence  Lessons.  No  action  by  USARPAC 
or  DA  is  recomnended. 

c.  Reference  item  coKiceming  "Difficxilty  in  Assembling  the  D5A  Tractor", 
page  48,  paragraph  c(4):  contnir.  Appropriate  liaison  and  coordinatiwi  with 
Fire  Support  Bases  Conmanders  on  the  requirements  for  assembling  D5A  tractors 
should  help  ^llI.eviate  the  problem.  No  action  by  USARPAC  or  DA  is  recommended. 

d.  Reference  Item  concerning  "Adjustment  of  105mm  CS  munitions",  page  49, 
paragraph  2c(6);  concur.  The  current  105-AS-2  Supplement  for  the  XM629  CS 
cartridge  requires  a  200  meter  bracket  be  achieved  with  HE,  then  further 
adjustment  continued  with  CS.  The  firing  of  shell  smoke  to  verify  the  drift 
pattern  appears  sound.  Because  the  CS  and  HE  cartridges  are  not  a  ballistic 
match  it  is  essential  to  troop  safety  that  appropriate  corrections  are  applied 
when  changing  from  HE  to  CS.  Adjustment  procedure  should  be  submitted  to  the 
US  Anny  Field  Artillery  School,  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma  for  evaluation.

Coranander?  should  be  briefed  on  the  problems 
that  may  evolve  when  division  signal  VHF  Radio  relay  assets  arc  utilized  to 
provide  brigade  to  battalion  comnunications ,  and  equipment  controlled  by  ari 
external  source  must  be  relied  upon  to  provide  division  to  brigade  level 
cQonunications .  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

f.  Reference  item  concerning  "Distribution  of  leaflets",  page  52,  para¬ 
graph  i(2):  concur.  Face-to-face  communication  has  always  been  considered 
the  most  appealing  to  the  target  audience  and  one  that  is  very  effective  in 
this  type  of  conflict.  Other  media  can  effectively  support  face-to-face 
communications,  such  as  hand  distribution  of  leaflets.  Policies  and  guidance 
are  contained  in  DA  Field  Manual  33-5,  Psychological  Operations  Techniques 
and  Procedures.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

g.  Reference  item  concerning  "Civic  Action  Priority  List",  page  53, 
paragraph  i(3):  concur.  This  reconmendation  is  in  keeping  with  guidance 
contained  in  USARV  Regulation  515-1  coordination  of  civic  action  projects 
with  GVN.  A  civic  action  project  list  is  presently  maintained  at  each  proxince 
senior  advisor's  office.  Utilization  of  this  list  insures  the  required 
coordination  has  been  made  with  all  GVN  agencies  and  advisors.  Unit  has
